A DANCING CYCLONE! 


The Terrible Storm of Last 


and the Damage Done in 


this County. 


Two Families Killed Outright Near 


Maroa and Many Injured. 


Fatalities Hear Kenney and Springfield 


ABOUT DEOATBB. 


The nervous people residing in and 


about Decatnr bad cause to be alarmed 
last night, for a most terribly destructive 
oyclone passed dangerously near the 
city, causing loss of life and great damage 
to property 25 miles west, 20 miles north- 
west and 14 to 18 miles north. The wind 
blew furiously between 7 and 11 o'clock 
last night, and the vivid lightning lit up 
the heavens for miles around. Signs 
creaked, houses were shaken, windows 
rattled, and trees were partly beut over 
and broken by the furious wind. The 
storm spent itself after 11 o'clock, and 
people went to bed thankful that their 
lives and comfortable homes had been 
spared. 


A GENEItAL ACCOUNT. 


From general telegraphic dispatches 


received at this office this forenoon 
we are informed that the storm of last 
night at 9:20 o'clock took a northeasterly 
course, doing considerable damage in its 
course at Blue Kidge, near Kenney, on 
the I. M. E'y. It turned a box car upside 
down, and it was laid with its back on 
the main track; also the roof of another 
was blown oil" and carried quite a dis 
bailee. Near Blue Ridge, in tho bottoms 
of Salt creek, it blowed one house to 
atoms, killing one lady, and did other 
damage. Did not learn names. It then 
struck the small section house on tho 111. 


lentral track near Maroa, demolishing it 


completely. Also carried about 50 yards 
of fence for a distance of a half mile or 
mile. The P. D. & E. passenger, due here 
at 10:85 p. m. from the west, was delayed 
about 8 hours ou account of trees across 
the track, and they had to be chopped 
away before it could get through.— 
Chore were, we understand, some 6 or 7 
dlled between Kenney and the 111. Cent, 
rack iu the course of the storm. There 
s now one or two missing and cannot bo 
ound at this writing. The Midland pas- 
senger from the west will be several 
lours late on account of two bridges be- 
ng nearly gone or unsafe to cross. Near 
Hillsboro. on the I. & St. L. R'y, the 
form was quite severe, washing and 
Jowing out a bridge, and a passenger 
rain went through it.

MAHOA, ILL., May 19, 10:30 a. m—It is 


just learned here that the cyclone passed 
northeasterly four miles north of Maroa, 
and that Peter Clifton's farm house was 
alown to atoms. Mr. Clifton, his wife 
and one child were all killed by the ter- 
rible tornado. Another child was seri- 
ously hurt aud is not expected to live. 
Other farm houses near the Clifton place 
were wrecked, and a number of persons 
are reported crippled for life. 


DIDN'T STRIKE KENNEY.

MABOA, 111., May 19, 1:30 p. m.—The 


cyclone did not strike the town of Ken 
ney ns was reported here last night nnd 
this morning early. Couriers have re- 
turned from a visit to the scenes of de- 
struction. They report that the cyclone 
passed two miles south and east of Ken- 
ney and the town escaped destruction. 
Only farm houses were wrecked. John 
Daly and wife aud Mr. Gordon and wife 
were each badly hurt. Peter Clifton's 
place was visited. The old man, his wife 
and one child were-found dead, and the 
house completely wrecked. 


rSpeelBl to HEPDBL.ICAS.] 


LATHAM, ILL., May 19, 11 a. m.—The 


storm passed four miles north of this 
place, and did very much damage in its 
course, coming from the direction ol 
Buffalo Hart aud Springfield. It was 
very severe, blowing down farm houses, 
killing and maiming stock, and pulling 
up trees by the roots. The arm of Mrs 


Joslyn io Austin township, Macon county 
was broken. 
No fatalities 
reported.

WABBENSBUBO, ILL., May 19. — Last 


night a furious storm raged in this sec- 
tion, but no serious damage was done ex- 
cept to trees, a great number of those 
weakened by the sleet storm last Febru- 
ary being broken off. No fatalities and 
no one injured so far as known.

BUFFALO, ILL., May 19, 10 a. m.—Thls 


region was visited by a destructive cyclone 
between G and 7 o'clock last evening. It 
was learned here this morning that the 
country between Buffalo and Dawson was 
terribly shaken up,at least ten farm houses 
and numerous barns being blown down. 
Thomas Chauley's farm house, in which 
there were 7 persons, was destroyed, and 
Mrs. Chanley was killed. One child was 
hurt so badly that it will die. The widow 
Ferriss' house was destroyed. The f amliy 
of eight took refuge in the cellar when 
the blow commenced and nil escaped 
without injury, though the structure was 
blown to atoms. The house of the widow 
Dawsoii, south of the town of Dawson, 
was blown away. George Curran's barn 
was destroyed. 
The widow Maguire's 


house was blown down and the lady seri- 
ously hurt. The path of the cyclone was 
about 40 rods wide and was very destruc- 
tive, pulling up and breaking off trees in 
its course. 


NEAIJ SPRINGFIELD. 


It was reported in Decatur to-day that 


8 people had been killed at Springfield. 
From the Journal of to-day we learn that 
the cyclone formed two miles west of that 
city, one part of it going southward and 
the other in a northeasterly direction. It 
bad the usual funnel-shaped accompani- 
ment of a cyclone. The rain fell in per- 
fect torrents in Springfield, Hooding the 
streets. The city escaped damage, and 
no ouo was killed or hurt. lies' dairy 
'arm, two miles south of Springfield, was 
badly damaged. Mr. Booker, on the farm, 
waa seriously hurt. The English place, 
near Springfield, was demolished, and 
Urs. English was taken from under the 
ruins insensible. She will recover. In 
;he Round Prairie district the greatest 
lamage was done to property. M. Far- 
>ee was killed, William Van Norstrand 
vas fatally hurt and his wife will prob- 
ably die. The two daughters were seri- 
nisly injured. Many other persons were 
>ruised and maimed for life.
